23), second interface means (see Specification, page 7, lines 18-20), voice signal processing 
means (see Specification, page 6, line 24 through page 7, line 3), packet processing means (see 
Specification, page 7, lines 5-17), measurement means (see Specification, page 8, lines 7-14), 
calling restriction determination means (see Specification, page 8, lines 15-19), control signal 
creating means (see Specification, page 8, lines 20-29), structurally interconnected for 
performing corresponding functionalities in a manner as set forth in claim 1 . 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
